SUPERCHARGERS 
COME I N T O 
OPERATION AT 25,000 FEET 
TO AID STRUGGLE UPWARD 
London, Feb. 17.—<UJ»>—Within th# 
next few weeks a British-built air­ 
plane is expected to make an attempt 
to reach an altitude of approximately 
nine miles. 
The attem pt will be made by a group 
of aircraft constructors using a ma­ 
chine built for the air ministry. 
The difficulties of breaking the ex­ 
isting record of 41,704 feet now held 
by the Germ an Pilot Willie Neuehofer 
are immense, and Include not only 
provision of oxygen and electrically 
heated clothing for the pilot as pro­ 
tection against the extremely rarified 
atm osphere and intense cold that will 
be experienced nine miles aboye the 
earth, but difficult engineering prob­ 
lems also have to be overcome. 
The engine must tbs able to furnisj|. 
practically full power up to 
25^X9 
feet at which point superchargers will 
come Into operation to help the ma­ 
chine struggle upward through the 
next four miles of thih, bitterly cold 
air. 
Also the airplane structure 
itself 
must combine great surface area with 
lightness to be able to climb in rarified ’ 
air, yet at the same time be strong 
enough to resist breaking up in the 
air if the pilot faints and the machine 
falls three or four miles, or more, out 
of control before the denser, warmer 
atm osphere brings the pilot back to 
consciousness and enables him to re­ 
cover control of his machine before It 
crashes. This loss of consciousness in 
rarified air and recovery in time lo 
right the machine has been experi­ 
enced by a number of fliers who have 
approached “the roof of the world.” 
w ith the crash of the long-distance 
Fairey monoplane in December, Great

“There is not room”, he explains,’’ in the contracting modern 
world for two conflicting empires a large and predatory as Britain 
and America. Either the .supremacy of America will be recogniz­ 
ed by Britain in peace, or that supremacy will be asserted in bat­ 
tles of blood. 
If Britain is foolish enough to fight us, she will go 
down more quickly, that is all.”

Pean Carl T. Humphrey of the Vilianova School o f Technol 
ogy invited every dean of engineering in America to name tile 
greatest engineers. Their selections appear in two groups. 
The five outstanding engineers of all time: James Watt, Leo­ 
nardo da Vinci, who planned and constructed the Martesana Ca­ 
nal; Thomas A. Edison; James it. Eads, boat and bridge builder; 
Ferdinand de Lense pa, French engineer who built the Sue* Canal 
and projected tho Panama Canal. 
The Villenova survey shows that the IO greatest engineers of 
the last 25 years are: Herbert Hoover, for his work iii mining anil 
administration; Charles P. Steiumetz, electrical genius; Thomas 
A. Edison; John F. Stevens, for his work on the Panama ( anal 
and as head of the American Bailway Mission to Russia in 1917 
and PHH; John Hays Hammond, mining; George VV. Wostinghous.1 
gineer-in-chief of the Panama Canal; George VV. Westing house, 
airbrake inventor and pioneer in introducing alternating current 
machinery; Guglielmo Marconi, inventor of wireless telegraphy 
and responsible for first broadcasting in England; Henry Ford;

L u d w e ll DENNY has published a book entitled “America Con­ 
quers Britain’' in which he sees the possibility of a war between 
the United States and Great Britain based on trade rivalry. 
There is much food for thought in the book, and a 
United 
Press review7 is most illuminating. 
Denny compares present An­ 
glo-American relations with the pre-war status between Britain 
and Germany in which the two powers stood toe-to-toe and slugged 
for mastery of the world's markets. 
“There is not room”, he explains,” in the contracting modern 
wrorld for two conflicting empires as large and predatory as Britain 
and America. Either the supremacy of America will be recogniz­ 
ed by Britain in peace, or that supremacy will be asserted in bat­ 
tles of blood. 
If Britain is foolish enough to fight us, she will go 
down more quickly, that is all.” 
“Fifty years ago the prophetic Gladstone wrote of America:

signed tonight after a defeat in th* 
chamber of deputies. 
W ith Premier Tardieu ill in bed and 
unable to attend the cham ber of depu­ 
ties session, his government went down 
to defeat by a vote of 281 to 286 on 
the Asea I program of Finance Minister 
Henri Cheron. 
The left opposition m arshalled its 
forces against the governm ent 
and 
violently 
attacked 
Cheron 
for 
his 
refusal to make reductions on minor 
taxes. 
The defeat brought consternation to 
the supporters of the governm ent. 
It 
came during the height of the London 
naval conference at which Tardieu 
and Foreign Minister Arland* Briand 
were? m aking a strenuous Aght to up­ 
hold the French dem ands for a larger 
navy. 
Today Cheron in the absence of the 
premier strove gallantly to uphold the 
governm ent.

Boy of SI With Four Names Ends Life 
in the Late Kitty Gorden’s 
Cottage 


WAS MISSING FIVE YEARS 


W is to Have Been Sentenced Today 
at Duluth on Liquor 
Charge 
A youth, missing over the northwest 
for five years and not announcing 
him self although m any searches were 
conducted for him, who lived in the 
pitiful circum stances of being uncer­ 
tain of his parentage, tragically ended 
his life at the home of the late Mrs. 
J. J. Madden, also known as K itty 
Gorden, Gull Lake, who died at the 
local hosiptal one week ago today. 
The 21 year old boy who ended his 
life yesterday afternoon by turning a 
310 guage shotgun to his head and 
pulling the trigger was .known by four 
names which he explained in a letter 
w ritten just previously to the suicide. 
In his own mind he was uncertain as 
to which of the four nam es was right­ 
fully his. 
These names he gave as Donald 
Madden, Donald Gorden, Donald Du 
Freyne and Ernest Nault. 
Determ ined to identify the 
young 
man authorities after an exhaustive 
search yesterday located the boy’s true 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. E rnest Nault of 
1905 Fifth street North, Minneapolis 
establishing the boy’s true name as 
E rnest Nault. 
Brooding over the fact that he was 
to appear at Duluth today for sentence 
in fedaral court on a charge of sale of 
intoxicating liquor and the loss of the 
woman, Mrs. J. J. Madden, whom he 
believed was his m other was given as 
the reasons for his suicide. 
“I have lost one who loves me and 
whom I love. I cannot carry on any 
longer,” the youth wfote. 
“I am not insane in doing this,” he 
wrote in the same statem ent, and con 
eluded with the words, “I hope that 
my real name can be learned now.” 
The boy killed himself a few minutes 
x "before he was to leave the little cott­ 
age on the highway back from Gull 
Lake west of Grand View lodge where 
he had lived with Mrs. Madden. 
He 
was to have taken this m orning’s train 
for Duluth where he was to be sen­ 
tenced. 
The tim e of his death was 
set 
at 
3:30 p. rn.. 
He had called the Lively 
.Auto Co. garage Brainerd, earlier, ask­ 
ing for a car to take him to Brain 
erd. His own car was being repaired 
from the fire which cauked $150 dam ­ 
age to the interior while he sat at the 
bedside of Mrs. Madden in the hospital 
here. 
The fire ^started in the upholst­ 
ery of the rear seat of the cur. A few 
hours after the fire Mrs. Madden died 
- The young man at her bedside to the 
last. 
W hen M ark Patterson, employee of 
the Lively Auto Co. drove the car to 
the cottage, the youth requested him 
to drive to Nisswa for his mail and to 
return. 
“Go to Nisswa and pick up my mail 
and when you return if I do not ans 
wer the door walk in,” young Nault 
had told him. 
Patterson then drove to Nisswo, se­ 
cured two letters addressed to Madden 
and returned to the cottage. 
He 
knocked at the door and when there 
was no response walked in. He fount: 
N ault lying on the floor of the kitchen 
jn a pool of blood with a large hole in 
^Tiis head, and a shotgun lying across 
his chest. 
Certain that the young 
man was dead 
Patterson 
drove 
to 
B rainerd and told 
Sheriff Claus A. 
Theorin and Coroner D. E. W hitney of 
the tragedy. 
They immediately re­ 
turned to the cottage arid brought the 
body to Brainerd. 
The body will be 
^ h ip ped from Brainerd to Minneapolis 
tomorrow afternoon for burial. 
Cot 
oner W hitney annunced that no in 
quest would be necessary. 
The story of the young m an’s life 
is tragic. 
Five years ago he had run 
away from his home at Minneapolis 
and was taken in by Mrs. Madden ai 
Gull Lake.

M adden claimed to the boy that she 
was rightfully his own mother, that 
she had allowed Mr. and Mrs. N ault to 
take care of him when young. 
The youth accepted Mrs. Madden’s 
story and looked upon her as his motli­ 
er. 
In the meantime descriptions cl 
the boy had been broadcasted through 
out the country by his true parents 
without success. 
Last year Mrs. Madden and the 
young man were arrested on cbaigcs 
of sale of intoxicating liquor. 
The 
case was turned over to the federal 
authorities at Duluth. The youth had 
recently pleaded guilty to the charge 
pud was to hail been sentenced today. 
Mrs. Madden died after a torturing 
illness. Cause of her death was given 
as heart trouble. 
To relieve the pain

Relief to persons affected by gas 
poisoning, smoke fumes, and those 
suffering from inhalation of carbon 
monoxide is promised by the Northern 
States Power Co., who have been sup­ 
plied with an H. and H. Inhalator for 
local use and which George W. Sweet, 
manager, has offered for the use of 
the citizens of Brainerd. 
When assistance of the inhalator is 
needed to clean the lungs of poisoning 
and revive the strength of the victim 
a telephone call should be made to 
the city fire department or 
to 
the 
Northern States Power Co. Either de­ 
partment will assist in the resuscita­ 
tion of persons, it was mutually agreed 
here. 
The inhalator was sent here from 
the St. Cloud office of the Northern 
States Power Co. It will be used pri­ 
marily by the company for the bene­ 
fits of their employes when affected 
by gas. The fire department will also 
use the inhalator when necessary at 
fires. Citizens are invited to make use 
of the inhalator as occasions arise. 
The inhalator when applied purifies 
the air in the lungs, removing the 
poisonous fumes and furnishes lungs 
with a solution of five per cent carbon 
dioxide and 95 per cent oxygen.

DEFEAT IS EXPERIENCED LAST 
NIGHT IN CHAMBER OF 
DEPUTIES 
Paris, Feb. 17. 
(U.R)—The 
govern­ 
ment of Premier Andre Tardieu re­ 
signed tonight after a defeat in the 
chamber of deputies. 
With Premier Tardieu ill in bed and 
unable to attend the chamber of depu­ 
ties session, his government went down 
to defeat by a vote of 281 to 286 on 
the fiscal program of Finance Minister 
Henri Cheron. 
The left opposition marshalled its 
forces against the government 
and 
violently 
attacked 
Cheron 
for 
his 
refusal to make reductions on minor 
taxes. 
The defeat brought consternation to 
the supporters of the government. 
It 
came during the height of the London 
naval conference at which Tardieu 
and Foreign Minister Aristide Briand 
were making a strenuous fight to up­ 
hold the French demands for a larger 
navy. 
Today Cheron in the absence of the 
premier strove gallantly to uphold the 
government. 
He mounted the plat­ 
form several times and pleaded with 
the chamber to continue the govern­ 
ment in power, in view of the import­ 
ance of the London arms conference. 
The chamber was in a high pitch of 
excitement during the debate. 
The 
possibility of a 
government 
defeat 
appeared when, on a vote 
of 
confi­ 
dence involving the minor question of 
a reduction from 18 to 16 per cent in 
the tax on buildings under construc­ 
tion the government won by a major­ 
ity of only 20. The opposition mar­ 
shalled its forces and redoubled its 
efforts. 
The critical test came on another 
vote of confidence concerning the in­ 
come tax for married women. 
Depu­ 
ties excitedly awaited the outcome of 
the vote and at first it was believed 
the government would win by a mar­ 
gin of a few votes.
